TRANSYLVANI.i WF.lilSAL SCHOOL.! 

Mbssks. Editors — Tliis ancient and 
Horishing Medical School of the West, has . 
more claims on the people of Missouri, j 
than any other similar institution. VVe| 
all know, that Kentucky has furnished a i 
large number of the most industrious and 
enterprising cultivators of our soil, so 
that in habits, feeling and interests, there 
is between our citizens and the people 
of that state, a close identity. Who, 
among her sons, can ever forget the 
•nchantiiig sconery of the lu.xuriant 
country that environs Lexington; and 
where should we e.vpect their descend 
ants, now in our own territory, to resort 
for medical instruction, if not to Tran- 
sylvania? 

The recent appointment of Professor 
Smith, to the chair of Theory and Prac- 
tice, was an important step. He is well 
known, throughout the whole country, 
as a zealous investigator of medical sci- 
ence. As a teacher in Jefferson Medi- 
cal College (Philadc'phia) and then, as 
a member of the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Maryland, he has earned laurels, 
that are now to add to the vigor and 
beauty of the Western School. To se- 
cure his election, Professor Mitchell re- 
linquished his claims to that chair, al- 
though, as we learn, of the strongest 
character. Indeed, the published testi- 
mony of the graduates of the school, last 
spring, proves beyond a doubt, that the| 
pretensions of that gentleman were ofj 
the highest order — yet, to strengthen the 
school, by the acquisition of a teacher,! 
advantageously known to the South, hoj 
was willing to lorego his claims, and to| 
take the department ol 'Materia Medics 
and Therapeutics. 

It is well known to some of your read- 
ers, that Professor Short, who, for sever- 
al years, had been the te.icher of Mate- 
ria Medina and Medical Botany in'I'ran- 
sylvnnia, resigned his place. It is also 
stated, that Professor Mitchell hadgrown^ 
weary of the drudgery of the rhemical] 
department, and was desirous of getting! 
into a practical chair. To meet his views, 
in some measure, the title of Professor 
Short’s chair was changed, from Medical 
Botany lo Therapeutics, the latter afford- 
ing ample opportunity to introduce the 
various practical disquisitions which en- 
tered into the various lectures on Theory 
and Practice, given by Professor M. in 
the room of the late Dr. Eberle, and 
which gave such universal satisfaction. 

The successor of Professor Mitchell in 
the chemical chair, has, we learn , great- 
ly increased the stock of apparatus, and 
improved the arrangement of his depart- 
ment. The other chairs remain as at 
the last session.

With a vivid imagination, quick 
perception, and sound judgment, is com- 
bined a most pleasing and eloquent man- 
ner of speaking. Being an intense stu- 
dent, and possessing a thorough medical

Professor Mitchell, formerly of the 
Chemical department, is now occupying 
the chair of Materia Medica.

His literary education is of a 
supeiior kind, and his Medical studes 
having been under the supervision of the 
celebrated Rush, and his distinguished 
contemporaries, can scarcely be suppos- 
ed to be less profound.

In his zeal for the promotion of anatom 
ical pursuits, he is most untiring. The 
labors and responsibilities of this depart- 
ment, he rreeta with most determined 
resolution and unceasing perseverance. 
He furnishes his dissecting rooms with 
.in abundance of the best materials, and 
is ready at all times to communicate in 
formation to those who apply. As a de- 
monstrator, ho is unsurpassed, combining 
a most intimate knowledge of the science 
with great dexterity in the use of the 
scalpel. 

The above hasty sketch presents some 
of the advantages offered by Transylva- 
nia.

Oil Thursday, at ii large meeting of 
the citizens of Louisville , convened for 
the purpese of hearing the candidates for 
the legislature, the meeting was address 
ed by Maj Butler, Col . Morrison, Mr. 
Phipps, and Maj. McCullister. 

M.ij. Butler coinniiiiced by rcniarkingl 
the striking contrast cxbihitted between j 
the |>lucid, Deaccliil, and heaiitifol river,' 
which rolled before him, and the loud 
tumult anil parly strife, which was then, 
agitating the heart of the city. He llien j 
exfiluioed ihe relation in which lie stood 
before the citizens. It was a glorious 
spectacle to see free, independent, and! 
highminded voters deliberating uponj 
whom to bestow their sufTrages. Hej 
stood there as then nominee. 'I’he M-aj. 
then gave a detailed, and glowingly clo I 
qiieiit, and interesting history of the 
proceedings at the meeting held at the 
middle market, on Monday evening, at 
which, he contended, he had received 
218 votes, lie next proceeded to state’ 
his views in favor of the proposed law 
to give a lien upon steamboats in favor 
of the builders, &.C., and concluded by 
expressing his determination, if elected, 
lo do all that he coud to advance the in 
terestsof Louisville. 

Before Ihe delightful impression pro- 
duced by the rich music of his voice had 
siibsiiled, the stand was taken by Col. 
Morrison, The plain, blunt honesty of 
the Col., ns exhibited in his remarks, 
drew forth shoutsof upphuse. “Gentle- 
men,” said he, “do you see that river? 
She is the great avenue for the commerce 
of Louisville, I’ll swear she is — I’ve 
known her ever since she was a little 
mountain stream — I have followed her 
from the Alleghanies to the Mississippi; 
1 have followed boating, and can beat 
■Maj. Butler or any other man, at the 
helm-I am a candidate for your sutiiages 
— if Maj. Butler is the nominee, I nmthe 
noinini (loud cries of hear! hear!) — Gen- 
tlemen, I have no doubt there may be 
some very respectable people among 
you, but the vast majority of you are a 
pack of d — d blackguards — 

(Here the Colonel suddenly loft thi- 
stniid to cha.stise some disorderly per- 
sons who had interrupted his remarks.) 

Mr. Phipps succeeded him. He made 
some excellent remarks upon the danger 
which would threaten our institutions, il 
representatives were selected from aii\ 
one class to the exclusion of others. It 
would produce legislation for that one 
interest, which would be partial and un- 
just. If the Legislature is composed en 
tirely of rich men, la»-s will be made 
to trample down the poor. If it is com- 
posed of pour men only, the rights of the 
rich will be in danger. Major Butler is a 
man of wealth, I am poor. Elect u.s both 
and we will fairly represent the interest 
of all classes. (Loud cheers.; 

Maj. M’Callister next took the stand. 
He was the oldest candidate on the 
ground, excepting Judge Nicholas and 
Mr. Field. He had been out longer than 
Maj. Butler or either of (he others, and 
had prior claims. At the meeting of Mon- 
day evening, there were present at least 
one thousand persons. All the votes giv 
en for other candidates did not amount to 
five hundred. I claim (he balance, and 
I can fairly claim them, for who else 
could they have been intended for? He 
then proposed that either himself, or Col. 
Morrison, or Mr. Phipps should with- 
draw, and leave the other to battle Maj. 
Butler, and attempted to lake 'he vote 
of the meeting upon their several claims. 
It wna impossible to tell in whose favor 
the voices predominated. Maj. M’Cab 
lister modestly thought that the noes 
were against himself; but a large num- 
ber of the voters thought otherwise. It 
is to he hoped that he will yield to tho 
latter opinion.

ed, and that two, without an open ulcer, 
so that not a single vestige of it was left.

Ordinarily the 
right arm swings hither and thither, like 
a (hong with a weight at the extremity ; 
for the fore arm and hand, with refers 
enco to the division above tho elbow, 
constitute a pendulum, oscillating accor- 
ding to the movements of ihe body. Al- 
though it is impossible lo push with the 
defective arm. ho can draw a burden to- 
wards himself with it as strongly and 
tenaciously as with the other; hikI, in so 
doing the muscles are elongated, so that 
the arm is’exlended to its original length. 
When Ihe resistance is removed, the 
muscles instantly shorten themselves 
about .*ix inches. To sliow tho perfect 
nonieeistance of the apparatus of mus- 
cles, arteries, veins and nerves in Ihe 
soft, boneless space, we saw him twist 
ihe palm ofihe liami, the other evening, 
twice round, which consequently pre- 
sented the strange anomaly of having all 
the apparatus of the arm twisted like 
the strands of a rope. In that state 
the pulsations of the brachial artery and 
all its branches and ramiffcatior.s could 
be fell under the finger, though passing 
in gyrations, like a winding stair-case, 
twice round the soft, unresisting fleshy 
mass. 



Curious Medical Case. — We lake (he 
following Ironi the Boston Medical Jour- 
nal. 'The case is probably without a 
parallel : — 

A Boneless Arm. — Mr. Brown, a wor- 
thy and industrious provision dealer in 
Drane street, now thirty six years of age, I 
in his 18;h year, had the misfortune to[ 
have the right humerus fractured nearly- 
in tho niidille. He was holding under 
digadvantages, an enraged cow by the| 
horns; in some unexpected movement of 
the unruly animal, both fell, and the 
bone in the right arm was hruken in the ■ 
fall. Under the care of a judicious sur-' 
geon. a reunion was (avorably going on; 
but before a curative process had been, 
completed, Mr. Brown accidently had| 
another fall, and broke open the old frac-' 
lure again. Nolwiihstanding a most vi’j 
gilant and untiring devotion lo the injur-[ 
ed limb, the divided exiremeties would , 
not adhere; and, to the surprise of the| 
medical attendant, the shaft ol each part| 
of the divided bone began to diminisli in 
size, and shorten in length. By a grad- 
ual action of the absorbents, the whole of 
the arm bone, between the shoulder and 
elbow, was at length cuinplelely remov-.

— His 
ingoings, his outgoings, «fcc. — We prom, 
ised yesterday to give some interesting 
facts in relation to Uncles, the individu- 
al who is now in the Second municipal 
ty prison on a charge of stealing jewels, 
&c.,&,c. from the Bank of the Metropo- 
lis, Washington City. 

Some lime ill the early part of last 
week a gentleman, walking up St. 
Charles street, noticed a rich and loall 
appearance valuable bracelet negligent- 
ly clasped to the wrist of a female in one 
of the bad hou.ses which grace the up- 
per sioe of that street — a bracelet which 
might do honor to the fair arm of any 
duchess in Europe. The ,fact be imme- 
diately made known to Capl. Harper, 
who set his wits to work in order to as- 
cerlain how she could have obtained a 
trinket so valuable. 

On going to the house he found the 
prisoner, Uncles, busily engaged at a 
game of cards with the females, and ap- 
parently unconcerned as to any suspi- 
cion’resling upon him. He was immedi- 
ately arrested by Harper, and taken to 
his room at the St. Charles Hotel. On 
arriving there, Uncles declared positive- 
13 ’ that he had nothing but what became 
honestly by, requesting that his trunks, 
Sfc. might be searched. Every thing 
was overhauled and nothing found. 

At last Capt. Harper took an “account 
of slock” of the pockets of our gentle- 
innn, whore the ider.licnl advertisement, 
detailing in full every thing that had 
been stolen, was fuliv set down and ac 
curatelv described. “You appear lo car- 
ry a list of all your stolen property,” or 
something amounting to it, said Captain 
Harper. 'I’aken unawares, U.icles turn, 
ed pale and stammered forth an incoher- 
ent answer. He was, on the strenulh 
ofihe last circumstance, immediately 
taken into custod) . 

Harper next went lo work in order to 
find some of the stolen properly. At the 
house and on the person where the brace- 
let was first seen, he found that article, 
a unique and valuable affair, fully de- 
scribed in the advertisement, as “a large 
gold bracelet in the form of a snake, to 
go twice round the arm, scale work, with 
an emerald on the head, diamond eyes, 
rubies and emerald round the neck.” 

On the same girl was found a massive 
gold bracelet with three emeralds on the 
clasp, and one dozen splendid knives, 
forks and spoons — all articles of great 
value. 

One thing leading on to another, Capl. 
Harper next found a ring and then an 
old fiishioned but costly fan, the sticks of 
which were of mother of pearl inlaid 
with gold, as described in the advertise- 
ment, These were also found at a no- 
torious house in St. Charles street, next 
door ti where the first articles were dis- 
covered. In the same house a finger 
ring of no inconsiderable value was 
found on another girl. 

On ihese different articles being shown 
to Uncles, ho acknowledged having them 
in his possession, but would not say how 
he came by them. He bad made pres- 
ents of them to different ladies of his ac- 
quaintance — that was enough. 

Harper’s ne.xt visit was to a house in 
Perdido street, where he had “got wind” 
of some valuable articles. In possession 
of a girl named Ann Howard, he found 
a mourning ring with “W. G. R. Bates” 
inscribed inside; also a mourning locket 
a pair of eufrings, breastpin, &-C. 

In Bourbon street he also found a pair 
of earrings on a “girl of the town.” 

At a pawnbroker’s in Chartres street 
named Newton, a brilliant breastpin and 
earrings, all diamonds, were found.— 
They were valued at from §2,500 lo 
3,000, hut were pledged for §150. 

Another pawnbroker in St.Annst. 
had in his possession earrings, necklaces, 
lots of valuable knives, forks, spoons, &c 
which had been taken in security for 
.§160, and which were valued at from 
1500 to 2 , 000 . 

In addition to these a valuable breast 



pin, which Uncles himielf spoke of, bad 
been pledged to Messrs. Blair &. Co. re> 
deemable iiiJMaiden Lane, iVew York. — 
This pin is represented as a brilliant of 
the first water. Uncles received fifty 
dollars on the strength of it. 

Several other articles mentioned in 
the advertisement are scattered about 
the city, and will probably soon be bro’l 
to lichl by our indefatigable police. 

VVe saw all ihe jewels alihe Record- 
er’s office yesterday, and a more rare 
and valuable collection has never come 
under our notice. 

He now appears perfectly careless 
and indifferent — intimates that he can 
easily get bail in Washington — that oih. 
ers were engaged as principal in the rob- 
bery — that he can get clear without ex- 
tra trouble — if by no other means, by 
dragging in accomplices who are well 
known in the District, and whoso repu- 
tations, so far, are iin-Millied, 

■ Uncles is a good looking man, light 
complexion, with brown hair, about five 
feet ten inches high, well and firmly 
made, and is what may be termed a half- 
and-half gentleman, a little touched with 
the blackguard — is either the smartest 
kind of a man or the greatest fool, we are 
inclined to think the latter, from the dis- 
position he has made of his ill-gotten 
treasures.

His person has a commanding presence, 
and as well in this particular as In the 
firm compressed mouth, the ample brow, 
ond large searching lilnck eye, he bears 
a very striking resemblance to Daniel 
Webster. 1 he expression of his coun- 
tenance was thoughiful and impressive.

Dcliberiiion eat, and public cate ; his look 

Drew audience and afientiun still as night, 

Or sunimer’i noontide air.’ 

Naming his text in a voice deep, but 
slightly husky, he proceeded, somewhai 
lamely, as it appeared to us, although 
systematically, to lay down his premi 
ses, array his arguments, and mar- 
shall his proofs. — While we were yet in 
“a state of dubiety” whether or no h s 
audience were not lo be treated to a 
merely nebulous disquisiiion, of no par 
ticular merit, and asking mentally wheth 
er (his could be the man whom Henry 
Clay had pronounced the greatest natur- 
al orator he had ever heard, when a bril 
liant tho’l, wreaked upon eloquent and 
original expression, enchained our at- 
tention, and ihenceforwaid, lo Ihe close 
of Ihe discourse, we wist not that we 
were occupying a narrow spot in the 
middle of a crowded aisle — “cabined, 
cribbed, confined, bound in,” with the 
thermometer at ninety. When once 
fully’ engrossed with his subject, (the 
progress and effects, of the Christum 
faith, and arguments in favor of its pro- 
mulgation,) every eye in the congrega 
tion was upon tho speaker, and each 
heart beat quicker, as the glowing 
thoughts dropped from m; tongue. — His 
smiles are vivid and sinking, lo a de 
gree; his impressions of nature, and the 
comparisons which he draws from her 
external aspects, are not minute and in 
detail. They are upon a noble scale — 
“taking in whole continents and seas.” 
Sucli was the charaelor of that portion 
of his discourse wherein he spake of the 
past ages, to whom the great volume of 
nature was as a sealed book, who saw no 
God in the works of his hand; who could 
read the starry rhythm of the heavens, 
survey the towering mountains, the 
rivers sweeping to the main ; who could 
hear the roar of the great ocean, and the 
far sounding cataract, and see in all these 
no evidences of the Power who speak, 
and they existed. 

He was scarcely less effective in des- 
cribing the origin and spread of the 
Christian faith. The good seed had been 
sown, and for eighteen hundred years it 
had, in one way or another, been pro- 
ducing fruit. The germ expanded, and 
the tree had arisen and »pread, until 
the nations of the world sat under his 
branches. Efforts had oiien been made 
to root it out, and to de troy it. 'I’he 
lightning of persecution had srRihed it — 
the axe of the wicked ha ! sought to lop 
its boughs — the wild boar of the forest 
had whetted its tusk against its time- 
worn trunk — yet still in living green, it 
spread its inviting arms abroad, every 
where overshadowing evil with good. 
Kingdom after kingdom had arisen, flour- 
ished and fallen. The wrecks of dead 
empires — the long labors of emperors 
and kings, of principalities and powers 
— had passed away on that deluge flood 
of earthly grandeur, ever rolling onward 
to the ocean of eternity, yet still afar 
widened the blessings of Christianity 
Like the beams of the sun, each ray had 
radiated in separate streams oflight;but 
they were soon swallowed up in one glad 
effulgence, blessing all upon whom it 
fell, even as the common light of heaven. 
The.«e remembrances can afford the rea- 
der little save a faint idea of the general 
character of one or two of his positions 
and illustrations. The nervous style, 
iheappropriale gesture, tl-e beaming eye, 
may be imagined but must he seen to be 
realized. The very hesitation, which 
our orator occasionallly manifests in 
making a selection from thoughts which 
are pressing for utterance, is in itself an 



essential feature of eloquetif e ; f-r whfn 
the key-wonl unlocks the treasure, the 
intellectual flood rolls on with a resist- 
less force, tho greater from having been 
penliip and kept back; while the speak- 
er’s language illustrates and adrons bis 
thoughts, “as light, streaming through 
colored glass, heightens the object it faUs 
upon.”

The Sultan very 
poignantly lament.s he cannot make an 
offer of his hand, having already theybur 
wives allowed by the Koran.

SUMMER COMPLAINT IN CHILs 
DRE.\. 

Mr. Editor: — Lot me recommend the 
use of the Rhudarh plant in the summer 
complaint in children. — For seven years 
past, I have used it in my family with 
the most decided advantage, and recom- 
mended it in a great many instances to 
others, and have never known il lo fail of 
a cure. It is, besides, a delightful arti- 
cle; all children are fond of il — and when 
they are permil'cd to use it freely, they 
are never affected with summer com- 
plaints. The leaf stalks only are used; 
they are to be skinned, out into small 
pieces, sugar sprinkled on them, (loaf 
sugar is best,) pul into a saucepan cover- 
ed light, and slewed for 15 or 20 minutes. 
It forms a delightful conserve, and is best 
when spread on dry bread. With very 
voting children, incapable of eating it 
thus, feed with a spoon. I believe all 
the gardeners about the city keep 
the Rhubarb plants; at nil events, 
Samuel Feast, west e id of Franklin 
street, has an abundant supply of it.

Dreadful SupERsTirio.N The Rev. Rich- 

nril Knill, the zealous agent of the London 
.Missionary Society, at a meeting at Lends last 
week, gave a thrilling and a dreadful account 
of a siipersiitiun which has lately been disco- 
vered to prevail in a part of Ihe Madrnd presi- 
dency , India, wliere (he farmers are in the hab- 
it of rattening and killing' boys, and cutting 
iheir flesh from their bones whijst they are yet 
alive, Iind sending a piece of their flesh to each 
of their fields or plantations, that the blood may 
he squeezed out of it on (he soil before the child 
dies; this being done with (he view of making 
the soil more fertile.' Tw-nty-five boys, amongst 
the finest that could be found, were discovered 
by the British soldiery in one place under the 
care of ihe priests, fattening for slaughter; and 
in an other place fifteen were found ! 

They were of course rescued, and put un- 
der the care of the collector; and it was be- 
lieved ihe missionaries would take charge of 
the poor infantsand bring them up in the Chrii> 
lian religion.— eS/A. Jlrgut.
